Lieutenant BE. F. Stone of NC-4 ex- 
pressed a thought for the affairs at 
home in his good-bye remark:

Lieutenant McCulloch, when asked 
what he thought the chances were of the

The last thing done before the sea- 
planes took flight was when the mess 
staff from the Officers Club placed on 
board each machine an ample supply of 
Thermos bottles filled, some with steam- 
ing coffee and some with water, and a 
large supply of sandwiches. Captain 
Irwin, the Air Chief, also took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to present to 
every man in e three crews a four- 
leaf clover, eighteen of which “‘ good 
luck "’ tokens were brought to the sta- 
tion by Captain Irwin’s little daughter. 

Before the machines had gone fifteen 
minutes all reported that their wireless 
was working perfectly. Every ten min- 
utes and as long as the wireless was in 
range, each ship sent a report to sta- 
tion headquartera. Bach report brought 
the same. good news of favorable 
weather conditions and smooth working 
motors. Hach seaplane is equipped with 
three sets of wireless, each with a send- 
ing radius of about 100 miles. Lieut. 
Commander R. A. Lavender is the radio 
officer of the flagship, Ensign H. C. 
Read of the NCi4, and Lieutenant H. 
Sadenwater of the NO-1. 

With personnel and. cargo each ma- 
chine weighed ag it went into the air 
approximately 24,000 pounds, or twelve 
.tons. The personnel on board each 
numbered six commissioned and warrant 
officers. Chief Machinist Mate E. C. 
Rhodes was the engineer of the NC-4, 
having been substituted for Chief Ma- 
chinst Mate BE.

Progress of the Fliers Noted at 
Many Points.

New Meteerological Equipment 
Aided Fliers in Keeping Course. 


HALIFAX, May 8.—Commander John 
H..Towers, in announcing that he ex- 
pected to get away tomorrow morning 
on the second leg of the journey, which 
will take the aircraft to ‘Trepassey, 
N. Fr, a distance of 460 miles, based his 
expectation ‘on-a report o 
Alexander McAdie,.. the meteorological 
expert at Harvard University, who sent 
the ‘word from Halifax this _foorning 
which decided the aviators to take the 
air. Professor McAdie said tonight that 


ditions weré likely to continue for an- 
other twenty-four hours at least. 
All the aviators agreg that the first 


for the most severe test and all are 
delighted with the way in which the 
two seaplanes performed. They say the 
new meteorological equipment stood up 
especially well. Strong head winds were 
encountered, throwing the planes 30 de- 
grees off their course, according to 
Lieutenant Commander R., E. Byrd, 
radio operator of the NC-3, and the 
apparatus recorded, perfectly these di- 
vergencies, enabling the airships to hold 
te their course with the greatest ease. 

Commander_Towers said that the visi- 
bility throughout the trip was remark- 
ably good, and as an illustration cited 
the fact that the Cape Cod district was 
spread out before them like a map be- 
fore they turned east for the Nova 
Scotia coast.

HOLD WILSON POINTS 
ASSURED IN TREATY 


Washington Observets Say Ger- 
‘many Is Deprived of Expected 
Basis for Contention.

WASHINGTON, May 8.—Ten of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s. fourteen points are .re- 
garded here as having been covered by 
the: terms of the peace treaty proposed 
to Germany.

Decides Lessees Are Bound by Prior 
Agreement—Many Evictions 
Booked for Today.

Tenants won some victories yesterday 
over their landlords in legal and physi- 
cal encounters. In the Municipal Courts 
@ number of important cases were de- 
cided in favor of the tenants by the 
Justices. Direct action was resorted to 
by irate tenants against alleged rent 
profiteers. Landlords were attacked by 
housewives who scratched and beat 
them, while one proprietor visiting a 
house was treated to an unexpect 
shower of water from .a kettle manipu 
lated by ane of his tenants. 


There were several scores of evictions | S® 


in the city yesterday. City marshals 
gathered the furniture of the tenants 
and put it on the sidewalks. In some 
cases tenants had been unable to find 
apartments, and here and there one was 
taken in by relatives or a b Rye 
neighbor. 

The largest number of evictions in the, 
history of the Seventh District Court 
in the Brownsville section of Brooklyn 
are scheduled to come up today. Papers 
in the cases of 166 families have been 
signed and unless compromises are 
reached the tenants will be dispossessed. 
It is known that thirty-two of these 
cases are in the hands of city marshals 
for evictions this morning. Cots are 
being held in readiness to be sent to 
the Williams Avenue Methodist Church 
in Brooklyn, which has volunteered to 
opéen its doors to homeless tenants. 

One of the legal victories yesterda 
was won before Justice Harry Robitze 
in Part 3 of the Second District Court 
in the Bronx. The case was that of 
the Price-Hammel Holding Company 
against sixty tenants of several houses 
on Clay Avenue. Thirty cases went 
over to May 15, and it was agreed that 
one test case would be made for the 
thirty remaining tenants. The test case 
was that of Joseph Oshansky of 1,398 
Clay Avenue. It appeared from the 
testimony that the Price-Hammel Hold- 
ing Company did not desire to evict the 
tenants for refusal or failure to pay 
rent, but that it° desired to oust the 
tenants entirely. It was testified that 
the company leased the property, which 
was owned by the Sicour Realty Com- 
pany, of which Ludwig Sicour said he 
was ‘‘p dent, vice president, secre- 
tary, treasurer, director, and builder.’’ 
He leased the property to the Price- 
Hammel Holding Company in Septetm- 
ber, 1918, and prior to that, according

The details 
are even: more gratifying than the 
total, bri @ccount of the fact that there 
were so many subscriptions from indi- 
viduals and corporations, and so few 
from banking institutions. There ' is 
so much other work which their 
money alone can do that their sub- 
scriptions are only a last resort, to 
save the-loan. Millionaires’: money is 
neither better nor worse than other 
people’s money, but their judgment: 

on financial matters is worth attention 
by those of less. experience. When 
millionaires form in line to subscribe, 
others need not hesitate on any 
ground of prudence. 

New York district easily moved up 
to sixth place among the country’s 
twelve, and its ratio of subscription 
is almost exactly that of the country’s 
average. The bold Lochinvars..who 
came out of the West thinking to elope 
with the country’s ‘leadership must 
beware of thé pace that New York will 
set from now on: Our millionaires 
were not backward with their money. 
They merely were deliberate, accord- 
ing to their custom in making sub- 
scriptions at the-latest time allowed 
for forming judgment of conditions. 
Until now this city has been backward 
among the subdistricts of which it is 
the centre. Now it leads them all, 
although Brooklyn still leads among 
the boroughs. This is the last day -n 
which anything apologetic may be ex- 
pected from New York on its help to- 
ward victory for the Victory notes. It 
is only a day or two before it will bé 
put on the record that New York’s 
name leads all the rest, or at least that 
it finishes abreast with all ‘districts 
which met expectations from them, or 
even bettered expectations. But there 
should be no false confidence or tak- 
ing it for granted. It is sure, but it 
needs to be nailed down, and every 
little helps. 


THE END OF GERMAN MILITARISM. 
“The great German General Staff is 
abolished by the Treaty of Peace, and 
the army is reduced to 100,000 men, 
including 4,000° officers. These two 
requirements, to which Germany must 
submit, would alone stiffice to tell the 
story of the limitation of military 


strength imposed by the victors in the 


great war. Germany. will not be able 
to disturb the peace of Europe in our 
time, and perhaps never again. -With 
her people released from the burden 
of taxation to keep ‘up a great» army 
and navy, her military system shat- 
tered, her military caste deprived of 
its arrogant, power and dispersed, Ger- 
man statesmen can indulge:no more in 
dreams of empire. The old order has 
passed; the new order will be devoted 
to peace and industry, for great 
reparation costs have to be paid, and 
Germany must qualify by good works 
and self-discipline. to .re-enter the 
family of nations and enjoy their re- 
spect again. 

In 1912 the handbook of the Ger- 
man Army gave the number of avail- 
able. trained and untrained men ih 
the country, excluding officers and 
officials, as 9,898,000, made up is 
follows: Trained rank and file, -in-« 
cluding reserve and Landwehr, 3,302, - 
000; trained Landsturm, ‘628,000; one- 





yéar volunteers, 85,000; - noncommis- 
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| sionea officers of peace establishment, 
92,000; total trained, 4,102,000; in 
addition, partially trained Ersatz re- 
serve, 118, 000, and untrained Ersatz 
reserve ‘and Landsturm, 5,683, 000. 
During. the..-war » Germany actually 
placed 10, 000,000 men in’ the’ field, 
although her peace establishment was 
769,988. noncommissioned officers and 
men and 36,088 officers.. The great 
expansion carried. out was not the 
creation of an emergency in the sense 
in which the term is used in demo- 
cratic countries. Under the. Consti- 
tation df 1871 every man able to bear 
atms was counted as a-soldier, and 
the entire force was to be under the 
orders of the Emperor, who had the 
power to declare war. The Treaty of 
Peace by a stroke of. the: ‘pen reduces 
the German Army to 100,000, 1. per} 
cent. of the enormous force which 
was organized and: trained-and put 
into the field during the great war. 

The expenditure for the army ‘in 
Germany was $173,000;000 in 1912-13, 
$293,000,000 in 1918-14, and $302,- 
000,000. in 1914-15. During the strug- 
gle military expenditure was omitted 
from the estimates. Germany's navy 
cost her $107,500,000 in 1913-14 and 
$114,000,000 in 1914-15. As far back 
as 1909 the sum of $105,000,000. was 
spent on the navy. An army“. of 100, - 
000, to be used for police duty and to 
patfol the frontier, will make a com- 
paratively small figure in the budget. 
‘The navy that prior to ‘the war con- 
sisted of twenty-two dreadnought and 
twenty pre-dreadnought battleships, 
four armored cruisers, thirty-two pro- 
tected cruisers, 164 destroyers, and a 
large flotilla of submarines ‘that was 
rapidly increased during the conflict, 
will consist, under the terms of the 
Peace Treaty, of six small battleships, 
six light cruisers, twelve destroyers, 
and no submarines whatever. This 
little fleet will have no reserve of any 
kind, ships or men. It’ will have less 
gun power than the present Greek 
Navy.: Most of the money Germany 
has been accustomed to spend on her 
army and navy can now be saved 
and applied to the payment of the 
damages which the Allies will agsess 
upon her. 

There will be no opportunity for the 
German Government to créate a large 
army or navy by stealth and trickery. 
Interallied Commissions of control, 
with authority to establish headquar- 
ters at Berlin, will be constantly on 
the watch for the manufacture of 
munitions, except in quantities suf- 
ficient forthe’ small land and sea 
services permitted; the importation of 
arms and all war material is forbidden, 
nor may Germany manufacture muni- 
tions for foreign Governments; she is 
to have no dirigibles, and no airplanes 
except 100 machines to be retained 
until Oct. 1 to search for submarine 
mines; finally, conscription is abol- 
ished. As far as human ken may 
search the future Germany will be 
impotent to make war on the smallest. 
nation contiguous to her territory. 
She has been stricken from the list of 
land and sea Powers, and is powerless 
to resist the sentence passed upon her. 
There is nothing ahead of Germany 
but hard work, self-denial, and rigid 
economy. It may be regarded as 
punishment for her misdeeds, but: her 
submission should prove a blessing in 
disguise. ,

THE RETURN OF FINLAND. . 

The British and American Govern- 
ments. have taken the lead in carrying 
out the decision of the Council of For- 
eign Ministers to, recognize the Gov- 
ernment at present controlling Fin- 
land, with General MANNERHEIM as 
regent. What the conditions may be 
which the Council set we do not 
know, but apparently the Finns have 
given satisfactory assurance that 
they will observe them; perhaps 
they are concerned with the dispute 
over Karelia: or other territories to 
which both Finland and Russia lay 
claim. .At-any rate, it is a pleasure 
to welcome Finland back into the 
ranks of free nations from which 
Judge SvinnuFvup and his pro-Ger- 
man supporters came near driving her. 

Finland has had an unhappy time 
of, it in the last two years—doubly un- 
happy, for she was caught between 
two ravenous embodiments of imperial- 
ism, and her people tried to bargain 
with. the devil and had no better luck 
than. usually falls to amateurs in that 
enterprise. Vividly mindful of the op- 
pression of imperial Rugsia, attacked 
by Bolshevist Russia when Finnish 
Bolsheviki rose against a Government 
already quite radical, the Finns called 
in German troops to their aid. The 
Russian Bolsheviki were driven out, 
the Finnish. Bolsheviki were sup- 
pressed; and then began a vengeance 
carried out by wholesale imprison- 
ments and executions, 
have satisfied Bloody JEFrrEers, which 
apparently suited the German officers,. 
put -which turned the stomachs of 
most of the Finns, even those who 
had, been horrified by the crimes of 
the Bolsheviki. _Pro-German feeling 
began to decline, and it declined: still 
further when it appeared that the 
Germians had come to stay and ex- 
pected Finland to take ordets ag read- 
Sly as, Bulgaria. General MANNER- 
Rim, who had commanded the ‘army |’ 
which repressed the. Bolshevist insur- 
réction, went, disgusted, into exile. 

‘Upon this moral disillusionment. fol- 
lowed the shock of. Germany’s. sud- 
den collapse. Thereupon many things 
happened in Finland. Prince Faup- 
ERICK CHARLES oft Hesse, who had béen 
chosen as King, decided to stay a 
while longer in Hesse until he saw 
what would’'happen. German’ troops 
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away ‘into ‘retirenient, oak the. Paasi- | 
kivi: Cabinet along with him; and. the 
héadship of the ‘State was offered ‘to’ 
MANNERHEIM, “who- had fought. well 
against. ‘Austrians. ‘and .Germans. in 
Galicia, and who by, his.retiretnent to 
Sweden while- German arms ‘were ‘still: 
powerful. ‘had’ given proof that ° ‘his 
antipathy to ‘Germany was ‘not due. to 
discovery. that he: had picked the losing 
side. The. ‘Hessian. Prince preseritly 
declined’ the throne ‘outright, and’ re- 
cent elections gave ‘the anti-monarch- 
ist ‘parties a majority ‘of four to one. 

Finland suffered greatly from the! 
food shortage and the Russian inva- 
sion, - still ‘more from her own civil 
war,. both in actual loss of life. and 
‘destruction of. property and in the 
creation of. internal bitterness which 
as yet is far from allayed. A small 
nation inthe German orbit and -di- 
rectly thre ened by’ Russian Bolshe- 
viki,. she./could perhaps. have done 
nothing ‘else than ‘call’‘in the Ger- 
mans; but she did it:at a time when 
the whole world was lining up on one 
side or the other, dnd to a world 
which remembered Belgium and Serbia 
the -compulsion on Finland to join 
Germany did not: seem wholly ines- 
capable. For a nation which elected 
the wrong ‘side at the decisive mo- 
ment, Finland has escaped: véry: light- 
ly. Her future is threatened by do- 
mestic ill feeling and the chaos of 
Russia next door, but the high culture 
of the people offers much hope of: good 
things. And whatever prosperity ‘Fin- 
land enjoys in future, as well as the 
good standing which she may have in 
the eyes of the world, may be ascribed 
largely to General’: MANNERHEIM, who 
has served his country well, and not 
least when he left it as a protest 
against its surrender to Germany.

CONGRESS. 

There is little ground for reproach- 
ing Mr. Wiis0n with delay in calling 
Congress: in extra session because it 
is opposition in politics. He has been 
pretty busy on work nobody else 
could. do, and he did not have such 


results from the Democratic Congress‘ 


that he ‘need fear worse from the Re- 
publican. Although the President's 
party was in control of. the last Con- 
gress, the fact that it adjourned with- 
out making provision for the payment 
of some four billions of bills against 
the country is not chargeable to par- 
tisanship, but .to individual willful- 
ness. A handful of -men put their 
pride of personal opinion above both 
party and country. 

The subjects before Congress have 
altered, and it may be hoped that 
their treatment also will alter. The 
four billions of unpaid bills are un- 
paid for lack of authorization, not for 
lack of cash. More serious are the 


| deficiencies to be added to the four 


billions. The billion-dollar deficiency 
in the railway accounts is‘due to lack 
of both money and policy.’ The 
question of what to do with the rail- 
ways is more difficult than finding 
the billion they lack. 'Bhere is no 
more important domestic question, 
and it raises collateral questions of 
finance. .-The country is dissatisfied 
with the revenue laws, and the Re- 
publicans naturally have. other ideas 
than the Democrats. 

May it not be hoped that here there 
will be work ‘enough ‘to displace the 
investigations which are more prom- 
inent in the Republican program? 
That there have been mistakes in war 
management there is no doubt, and 
there is no desire to obscure or con- 
done them. But that Hes behind. The 
faults cannot be undone, and there 
need be no haste about exposing the 
Democratic blunders. It. is within 
bounds to say that hardly ever have 
there been more: important domestic 
questions pending, and never more im- 
portant fnternational questions. They 
are interdependent in a manner calling 
for the highest qualities of construc- 
tive legislation on both internal and 
external matters, and should be dealt 
with on a higher plane of politics than 
recently has been shown in our 


affairs.

The first eign that Germany real- 
ized in any degree her guilt in begin- 
ning the War of the World was given 
by Count von. Brockporrr-RantTzau 
before the Peace Conference. It is 
not a full confession, but it goes fur- 
ther than any official German pro- 
nouncement ever went before.” He 
declines to admit that Germany is. the 
only country responsible for the war, 
and that omission leaves -the world 
still unsatisfied: But the omission ig 
not so offensive as it seems; since the 
responsibility which ‘he~ places upon

Beirut_General -Assemply for Reforms. 
This assembly-was duly elected by. the 
sectarian boards: of the~-various com- 
munities—Moslems, Christians of all de- 
nominations, and.Jews—and, as. such, 
was truly representative of their senti- 
ments. ‘These *sehtiments as expressed 
in the above memorial, signed by the 
Christian members, ‘invoked the sym- 
pathy of Frarfce to take Syria under her 
protection and guidance. While, there- 
fore, the memorial. did not reflect the 
wish of the Moslem element, it reflected 
the wish of the Christians. Hence it is 
an error to convey the impression. that. 
‘France has the active support of a 
particular party,’’ ‘‘ the Catholic Chris- 
tlans of the Lebanon,’’ as your editorial 
implies. In effect, with the exception 
of an insignificant minority, France has 
the active support of all Christians in 
Syria—Maronites, Greek Orthodox, and 
Catholics. 

Second, as regards Syrians outside. of 
Syria, contrary to belated statements 
made by nonrepresentative Syrian 
groups or individuals, ‘two-thirds of 
them are active supporters of a ch 
mandate for Syria. Even in the United 
States, where the’ movement for an 
American mandatary for Syria—to which 
we have all reason to’believe the Ameri- 
can public Asaverse, with the exception 
of a group of gentlemen connected with 
missionary work in the Near East—finds 
its more active support among Syrian- 
Americans; at least half the Syrians and 
Lebanese are among the most enthesi- 
astic supporters of a French mandate. 
In Central and South America, as well 
as in Egypt and Africa, the proportion 
is much. greater. It is, therefore, a 
rather startling statement which THs 
Times makes, to wit: ‘‘ * * * and 
outside of France they (the Syrians) 
séem to be on the whole reluctant to 
see France intrusted with a mandate 
fdr Syria.’’ 

Finally, the fact that ‘‘A Syrian s0- 
ciety in this country has. advocated a 
joint mandate to Great Britain, France, 
and the United States, while others pre- 
fer this country alone, as more distant 
and disinterested,’ is a poor estimate 
indeed of the genéral Syrian sentiment. 
Suffice it to ask, What about the other 
societies, which, while there was not a 
trace of other organizations, were work- 
ing for the reconstruction of Syria and 
the Lebanon as a federation of free 
governments under the protection and 
guidance of France?

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I think it will’ be useful at this. time ‘to 
bring to the attention of the American 
people some facts and figures relating to 
the last French loan, (the Fourth.) 

I happened to be in Paris on Sunday, Oct. 
20, when the loan was declared open by 
the Treasury officials and the President of 
the Republic with suitable ceremonies, and 
I was there again when it closed, a month 
later. In the interval’ I was in several 
towns and cities of interior France. If 
there were any such means. resorted to, to 
work up the patriotism and enthusiasm of 
the people, as they are employed here in our 
*‘ drives’ I did not see them. No bands 
played; no speeches were made after the 
initial ceremonies; no ‘streets were deco- 
rated; and-no expense was incurred, beyond 
that of printing and posting somé very ar- 
tistic posters. The French bonds were 4 per 
cent. bonds, but they were .sold at 70.65, so 
as to yleld about 5.65 interest. 

But, as against this very considerable ad- 
vantage to the investor, think of the dis- 





| crepancy in the population and, wealth of 


France and of the United States. France 
had-a population before the war of about 
40,000,000. Her national wealth before the 
war was about $60,000,000,000, about 80 per 
cent. ofthe national wealth of the United 
States. But one-twelfth of the area of 
France, and that containing her richest 
manufacturing and.material resources, had 
been overrun by the enemy, and property 
worth many billions of dollars had been de- 
stroyed and made non-productive. Over 
5,000,000 of her men were with the colors 
afid about 2,000,000 of her man power had 
given their lives for France. And yet what 
were the results? Bonds of the par value of 
over 35,000,000,000- francs, upon which the 
French Government realized about 24,000,000-

Mr. Burleson did not state the sum 
which must be paid out of the Govern- 
ment coffers to meet the promises mafle 
to the companies by ‘the Post Office De- 
partment when the systems were taken 
over, but he stated that a report was 
being prepared for the information of 
Congress in regard to financial opera- 
tions. A number of the properties, he 
said, ‘“‘ are now being operated at con- 
siderable loss.’’ Here is Mr. Burleson’s 
statement : 

“A statement ig being prepared by 
the Wire Contre] Board for the use of 
Congress which will show the financial 
operations. of each of the wire com- 
panies during the period of Government 
control. 

“In the matter of fixing compensa- 
tion for telegraph and telephone com- 
panies which the Government took over 
under the joint resolution of Congress, 
a basis was adopted which proved ac-

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May &—An 
inyention to enable aviators to make 

accurate landings even in the densest 
fég, as well. as to keep always In touch 
with their stations, was explained today 
to the second Pan-American Acronautic 
Convention by Earl C. Hanson, a Cali- 
fornian, who invented the device while 
serving in the Radio Division of the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering of the 
Navy Department. Mr. Hanson ad- 
dressed the aerial men by special per- 
mission of Acting Secretary of the Navy 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Another device demonstrated by Mr. 
Hanson was a modification of the wire- 
less telephone which, he said, would en- 
able news to be transmitted to news- 
papers by an aviator aloft in his craft 
at the scene of the happening. In all, 
said the inventor, twenty patents for 
aerial transportation were issued during 
the war, few of which have yet been 
made public by the War Department.
